from his own provinecs to Tonkin.’ Mean- 
time the writer in Le Courrier coms: for- 
ward to prove that’ the proposed: frontior 
lino would not bring :the trade of Yunnan 
to Tonkin. Ha says :—* The line proposed 
would no.doubt improve the districts 
through which ‘it passed, for facility of 
communication is always a source of riches, 
But there the advautages would end, 
It ia not by reading an’ account of travels, 
sven the one published. by the English 
Government of Consul Bourne’a travels, 
‘that an exact idea can bo -had of the 
commercial resources of these regions, MM. 
Bourne travelled. over the country aa an 
oxplorer only stopping at interesting places 
‘siifficient time to obtain. information. right 
Land‘ left, “Besides the English have too. 
great an interost to diminish the advantages 
of the Red River to pormit of their writings - 
being absolutely sincere and without a 
grain of partiality, . It is not from them wa 
must take our data} and it is from these” 
| documents that M. de Mores got his in- 
j formation. Ono toquires only to glance at 
the map of that part of China to see how 
erroneous ‘his opinions are. No leas than 
36 days are required, to go from 
the Me-kong to Po-se-ting, sia Su-mao- 
ting 5 A days are required from Moun- 
‘ze, 26 from Yun-nan-fu, and 90 days from 
Sze-chuan by orossing a part of Kwei- 
chow. Now for all these the tranaport is 
made on the backs of mules, ench ‘beast 
only carrying on an. average 70 kilos, and 
the price per day.being 2 fr. 2h¢.. The tran. 
sport of 70 kilos of merchandise would cost

What goods could bear such onerous 
‘charges? It can be understood that in the
